Worcester, Mass. Under the above
caption, the Worcester Post says:

"As the facts develop in the East
Youngstown, Ohio, strike-riotin- g, where
the town was partially burned, we find
that the problem of immigration was to
a large degree behind it all.

"For no years the large manufacturers
of this country have acted as if immigra-
tion were an important department of
their business. Immigration they need-
ed to 'solve' their labor problem. The
more workers arriving every year the
more men standing outside their gates
every morning waiting for any old job
at any old wages the better the big em-
ployers liked it. It meant plenty of
hands at low cost for the hard, labor-
ious, unskilled work. This in turn meant
plenty of recruits, anxious to learn the
skilled work. Thus the cost of common
labor was kept down and quiet main-
tained among skilled workers by the
spectacle of more, and yet more, ready
to jump into their jobs.

"In every industrial locality there
grew up 'settlements' of uneducated, un-
trained strangers peasants from the
backward farm sections of backward
south European countries. Did the man-
ufacturers have any thought for the
welfare of these untrained people?

"Did the big employers take steps to
educate them, or their children? Did
the fellows who capitalize immigration
into big profits do anything to teach
these strange-tonguc- d peasants the
American language, or enlighten them
on American customs and American
laws ?

"Xot one bit of it! They were per-
fectly willing to let them huddle miser-
ably in their settlements where they
learned nothing about the country of
their adoption. The big employer want-
ed down-trodde- n peasants to remain
down-trodde- n and ignorant, thinking
the thoughts and living the life of the
European backwoods.

"There were profits in it big
profits !"

1IKAHT DISKASK OX IXCIIHASK.

Washington. Deaths from heart dis-
ease arc increasing steadily and deaths
from 'tuberculosis arc showing a decline,
reports Director Harris of the federal
census bureau. From 1004 to 1014 the
deaths from tuberculosis in all its forms
fell from 200.7 to 140.8 per 1,000, the
decline being continuous from year to
year. This is a drop of more than 25
per cent. Prior to 1004 the rate had
fluctuated, starting at 201.0 in 1000.
Even yet tuberculosis has the gruesome
distinction of causing more deaths an-
nually than any other form of bodily
illness except heart disease, and over
40 per cent more than all the external
causes accidents, homicides, and suicide
combined. Steady decline in the rate
from tuberculosis is ascribed by the cen-
sus to a better understanding of the laws
of health and the necessity for fresh
air.

Several thousand
workers employed by the International
Silver Company at Mcriden, Walling-for- d

and other cities in this State are
on strike for better conditions. The
company has asked Judge Webb to is-

sue an injunction and an award for claim
ages. At the trial last week the com-
pany's attorneys placed much import-
ance on the riot. Policeman Schurer,
of the Mcriden police force, swore that
trouble started when "five shots were
discharged from a hole in the factory
gate." Sergeant Thayer testified that
the strikers were orderly and that the
only trouble during the strike was when
a small riot was started in one of the
factories.

John E. Martin, of Wallingford, said
it was not necessary to send police in
the event of a labor parade, "knowing
the strikers as I do."
